The previous rejection of claims 280-283 and 285 under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Estaquier et al. 
(1996), is hereby withdrawn in response to Applicants' 
arguments . 

35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is 
not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between 
the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
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art are such that the subject matter as a whole would 
have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 280-287 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Estaquier et al. (1996), in view of the Kuiken 
et al. (2002). Estaquier and colleagues provide a composition 
comprising a family of antigenic HIV-1 V3 peptides wherein each 
peptide in the family has at least one amino acid that differs 
relative to the other peptides in the family. The combinatorial 
peptide library comprised 7.5 x 10 5 related peptides. This 
teaching does not disclose a library containing fewer than 1 x 
10 5 related peptides or the separation of peptides based upon 
their sequence. Kuiken and associates provide the complete 
nucleotide and amino acid sequences of over 607 different HIV 
isolates covering clades A-O. The V3 region is clearly 
demarcated. Therefore, it would have been prima facie obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
produce a recombinant peptide library, as disclosed by Estaquier 
et al. (1996), including V3 peptide sequences from a number of 
different isolates and clades, as disclosed by Kuiken et al. 
(2002) . One of ordinary skill in the art would have been 
motivated to generate such a library to identify putative 
vaccine candidates. Moreover, one of ordinary skill in the art 
would have been motivated to vary the final peptide number 
depending upon the target sequence of interest and diversity 
desired. For instance, if one skilled in the art was interested 
in generating a clade-specif ic library, the total peptide number 
would be reduced and directed only toward isolates in the clade 
of interest. Furthermore, one of ordinary skill in the art would 
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have been motivated to prepare sub-peptide libraries directed 
toward families of specific clades or geographical regions. 
Applicants' previous arguments have been carefully considered 
but are not deemed to be persuasive for the reasons set forth 
supra .
